REBEL YELL IN CANTON

Ex-Confederates of Virginia
See MeKinley.

WERE ESCORTED BY BOYS IN BLUE

The Candlidate Heard the Chrers of the
Chicago Crowds--The Day’'s
Delegations.

Caxvox, Oct., 8.—O0fall the enthusiast-
ic demonstrations since the St. Louis
convention, Canton hea never seen the
like of today's doings. The *‘rebel yull™
wes heard for the first time on her
streete, The vielt of the old Confeder-
ate warriors from the Shenandoah val-
ley brought thousands of people totown.
The 1800 Virginians were met by the
Union veterans of Canton, several hun-
dred strong. They came with badges
inseribed ‘*No Nurth, no S8outh, no East,
no West; the Union Forever,” Arm
in arm with the old boys in blue, the
veterans in gray were escorted to taber-
nacle, whera the G. A. R. and Woman's
Relief Corpe served their dinner. They
had & new version of an old song, and
sang "We're Coming, Father McKinley,
200,000 strong.” ;

From the tabernacle to the McKinley
howme, the strests were lined with people.
Three hundred Clevelund veterans joined
in the escort. The bands playved ** Dixie,”
““America’ and “Marching Thro’ Geor-
gia." The throogs of people on the why
joined in the yells of the marchers as
best they conld. When the great erowd
lined up about the home, it filled the
dooryard, and the streets ronnd abont,
Thia compelled Major McKinley tospeak
from a small temporary stand covered
with the national colors in order that he
might be heard. The crowd was so
dense it was with diffienlty that he
resched the rostrum from the hoase, nn-
der the escort of committees of old com-
rades-in arme, and of those he fonght
aganinst him as ‘a boy with Sheridaog,
down the Shenandoah walley.

Editors ¥. H. Fankhouser, of the
state Republican commitiee, epoke on
behalf of the delegation in general. In
eonclnding a felicitons address of greet-
ing and assurance of gnpport, Mr. Fank-
honser introduced Confederate General
John E. Roller, who spoke on bshalf of
the soldiers.

After Major McKinley had responded
to these addresses, ex-Mayor R. A, Cas-
sidy, of Canton, presented the visitors a
magnificent bannenby which to remem-
ber their vieit here. On one gide is rep-
resented clasped haods, indieating the
union of all the soldiera. Above these
hands are the words, “United We
Stand” and “McKinley Club!" in large,
gold letters, On the reverse isa large
American eagle in gold, resting upon a
large shield. Thie side bears the in-
geription, *‘Presented to ex-Confederate
Veterans of the Bhenandoah Valley,
Virginia, by ex-Union Veterans of Can-
ton, Ohio, October 9, 1890,

RILLED THE ENGINEER.

Another Fatal Collislon on the South-
ern Fuacific.

Repwoob Crry, Cal., Oct. 9.—A seri-
ous frelght-train collision occurred abont
2 a’clock this worning on the eoast divi-
gion of the Southern Pacific, between
Mayfield and Palo Alto. Aesa result of
the collision, the engineer of the freight
train from San Jose to Ban Fraacisco
was killed and another of the train crew
was seriously injored.

Last night six empty cars were lelt on
a eiding at Palo Alto. Early this morn-
ing the *‘empties,”” started to move on
the siding. The grade between Palo Al-
to and Mayfield i2 very steep, and the
empty cars soon acquired a high rate of
speed. The cars ran & mile down the
road, when, at Geer’s crossing, they col-
lided with a freight train enming from
San Fraucisco.

The engineer of the freight train sap-
posed he had an absolutely clear track,
and was coming at a good rate of speed
with & heavy train, Thenight wasdark,
and before he could pérceive his danger,
the fogitive cars erashed into uis locomo-
tive, throwing it off the track, twisting
the engine and emashing it badly. The
“ampties’” and freight cars were piled
high in & general heap of rnins. Over
20 cars were badly emashed up. The
track at the point of collision 15 abeolote-
Iy impagsable, and st daylight a con-
straotion gang began to lay a new track
around the wreck.

Heory Haggerty, engineer of the
freight traln, was kitled. Fireman W,
_Bowser was badly injored. The ireight
train from San Jose was running 40 miles
an hoor, when it struck the ronaway

cars going in the opposite direction. The
effect of the collision was remarkably de- |

structive. The whole of the long train
was piled np in one mass of kindling 50
feet high. The tender of the engine was
thrown clear over the' locomotive. En-
gineer Haguerty was mashed to a jelly,
and Fireman Bowser suffered broken
bones and internal injnries.

The trains at noon are swiitching
wround the wreck pending the clearing
of the mam track, which is completely
obstrueted. 1

Thoee cells, by the way, are gloomy
and so damp that water oozes from the
ceilings and trickles down the wallg,
wetting the floor, which never driea. In
one of these wretched cells are Melton,
the American newspaper man, and
George Aguirre, locked op with a man
suffering trom smallpex. The disagree-
ment between Werler and Lee, con-
tinoes, the arrested Americans suffering
the consequences.

CHURCHMAN'S APPEAL

Archbishop Ireland on the
Issues of the Day.

THE BATTLE FOR HONOR AND LAW

He Gives Sound Heasons for
By the lupnl:llenn I'iatform
and Candidates.

Sr. Pavr, Oct. 11.—Archbishop Ire- |
land, in response to the written reqmrest
of 27 boeinesamen of this state, who are
of all potilical opinions, gnve the follow-
ing statement (addressed to them) to
the Associated Press:

“ T am not unwilling, in the crisis
through which the country is now paee-!
ing, to speak for the integrity of the na-
tion, for eocial order, for the prosperty
of the people, for the honor of Amt-riml
and the permanency of free inatitntions. |
I am a citizen of the country, concerned
in all the interests of the nation, subject
to all responsibilities of citizenship. To|
be silent when words of mine may be of |
some profif to the people, would be cow- |
ardice, would be'crime.

“I am not unmindinl of the objection
made against the churchman speaking
at any time on matters which bave en- |
tered the uarena of politics, lest his in-|
flnence as & teacher of religion seem to
be nsed to promote the interests of a
political party. I mightreply that there
are occasions when a political platiorm
meane disaster to the ecountry, when |
politics are clogely connected with mor- |
ale or religion, and that on these oeca- |
sions the churchman must be the patriot
without allowing a moment's thonght to
considerations of the expediency and
must take in hand the moral or religions
issne, even if it be vested in the gar-|
ments of politics. But in the present
instance, 1 seek no excase of this kind; ‘
I speak entirely as the citizen, withont
warrant from my ecelesiastical position. ‘

“Deep as my convictions are, 1 bold |
in all due respect my fellow-citizens \!-'hﬂ-.‘
hold convictions at variance with my |
own. I impeach neither their good
faith, nor their honor. I amdealing not
with men, but with principles, and 1'
movements. The jostice which I render |
to those whose ideas 1 am ready to com- |
bat [ am eore they will render to me.

“I.stand by the platiorm and the presi- |
dential eandidate of the Republican eon-
vention at St. Lonis. I am opposed to |
the platform and the presidential can- |
didate of the Democratic convention at |
Chicago. The days of the civil war ex- |
cepted, at no time did so great peril|
threaten the conntry, as that which is
is involved in the political campaign of
today.”

Both the farmer,
who wauts to pay debts, and the work-
ingman, who must buy farm prodoce,
are interested in having this question
answered.
